Saquvel Alderton, a rſon, of Fifty years of Age, having been tryed thy 
precident Seffions bofifen in the O/y-Bayly; for deſerting his Majeſties, nh. 

on the firſt of July laſt ,, and it ap _0g Tac ed himſelf, taking thereupon & : 
Shillipg, 4s alſo that he Was Muſtred, ordered Quarters, and received fuxther. pay ad 
notwithſtanding deſerted his Colours, he was found Guilty, and received Scntence 'ﬆf = 
Death, as in that Caſe the Law provides. : 

After his Condemnation,, being returned to Newgate with the reſt of the Condemned 
Criminals ( who in all, tothe Number of 15. received Sentence of Death on the 328th. of 
Zuly Laſt at the O14: Bayly + whereof” four have been already Executed) He began to La.” 
ment rhe ſhortneſs of his days, not thenexpetting the Fayour of lo conſiderable a Numa © 
ber to be ad:ied ro his Life in this World, greatly bewailing his ſins, and appeared: much. *. 
grieved for the lapſed time which he ſaid he had ſpent in wicked and unlawful Enterpriſes, 
confeſſing he was Guilcy of moſt known ſins ; as Drunkenne(s, Prophanation of the Sah. 
bath; Eying, Swearing, and Debauchery, being inticed and drawn away by bad 
Company, to whom be mach ad1ited himſelf from his Youth, and by thar means be- 
came regargleſs of his Buſineſs, being by Trade a Jo put thereto by his indulgent Pa« 
tents, an might have lived tollerably well on that Employment (being encovraged ther 
i:: by divers perſons of Note _) had he not ran into Extravegancies, which reduced him t6 
poverty : As for the place of his & irth, he ſays it was O/a-ftrezr, where his Parents lived 
many Years in credible Faſhion labouring to reclaim him, though their reproofs and per- 
{waſions proved ineffeual, but he as he fays, ſince xepented cf that obſtinacy and diſobe» 
dience, verily believing that God being angry with him for it, ſuftered the Tempter to 
prevail rtiore and moreagainſt him, till in the end he was brought to miſery; acknon- 
ledging what had befallen him was juſt; ſeeing he had harde:ed himſelf m Iniquity, there 
being no other viſible means to make him ſenſible of his condition as to a future State, and 
glad he was that he had ſuch a large opportunity to repent tn, and turn from the E.il of 
his ways: He confeſled he had liſted himſelfand taken the King's pay ; but not having in 
that Station, ſuch opportunity as he, deſired, to viſit his Pot Companions, he : 
withdrew himſelf, though not altogether without an 1atention of returning. 

To thoſe that gave him good advice he was very attentive ; inquiring diligently after 
ſuch things as concerned his Salvation, praying frequently ro himſelf, and ſometirhes an- 
dibly deſiring God Almighty, for the ſaks of Chriſt Jeſus his ncil beloved Son, who ſhed bis 
Blood for loft Man, to have Mercy upon bim a great and g;ievers (inner ;, Tears likewiſe were 
often obſerved to fall from bis Eyes, his Sighs were frequent : Being asked how:-he found 
himſelf prepared for another World, he ſaid, God had given him a truc fight of all his ſos b 


' laying this afji th:on upon him, and tbat he heged hc had not been wanting, as far as 


eek, Capacity enabled, by the Divine Goodneſs was capable, growing more and more 
Compoled rowards his latter end, wiſhing that others ( meaning Soldiers ) wouldbe, 
more Circumſpect than he had been, that ſo they might not in the like Natwe' 
offerid and bring themſelves to diſgrace. , 

He farther ſaid, That he narrewly eſcaped Death. in th: Year 1665. being then wſ- 
red with the Plague. and (ice faken imo many Adverſities , but yet they was no front 
over but forgotten, the .which had they been conſidered as they ought, might have reclaim. 
him long ſince, and made him ſenfible they were inflifted on him for his fins, but now it. 
was ſenſible they were ſo, hoping his late Repentance would be accepted. | 

This being his Expreſſion and Penitential Sorrow in New ate at ſundry times during.. 
the Reſpit ; he was on. Fridey the 7b. of Auguft, 1685. cenveyed with a ſtrong 
Guard to Hownſlow-Heath, where arriving about Eleven in the Morning, ard a Gibb 
prepared for his Execution ; he after having ' been prayed with, and praying #' 
-- xy &c. Confeſling his Offence, &c. was tumed off, making a very penitalt.
